PRO-LEOPOLD GOV’T 


HOPED. FOR 


BRUSSELS, Belgium, April 8—! 
(AP)—Premier-Designate Paul Van 
Zeeland said today he had failed 
to form a government to bring 
King Leopold III back to his 
throne. He hopes to complete a’ 
cabinet by Tuesday. 

“Slight last-minute difficulties,” 
said the Social Christian supporter 
of the exiled Monarch, prevented 
his finishing the cabinet lineup he 
had expected to present for regent 
Prince Charles’ approval at noon 
today. 

Van Zeeland said the regent had 
given him until noon Tuesday to 
complete his government. 

In the anti-Leopold camp the 
country’s Socialist party, control- 
ling 29.78 per cent of the electorate, 
promised a fight to the finish 
against both the government and 
the king, 

The Socialists already have call- 
ed an extraordinary session of 
their general congress for Monday. 
Reliable sources last night said 
the Socialists were ready to issue 
orders for “stop Leopold” strikes 

The Socialist leader, 
premier Paul-Henrj Spaak, in a 
radio speech last night said his 
party was being asked to accept 
this.”

There are many articles of belief in the

The Resurrection is not only an article 
of faith but an established fact.

The story of incurables ts a 
story of neglect, Each year finds 
new victims facing the terrible 
problem of illness coupled with 
loss of income. 

Must incurables go on endur- 
ing 70 years of illness before they 
are granted pensions as their 
right? As things now stand, the 
only assurance of security we can 
give them is that they will re- 
ceive the old age pension—if they 
live long enough, Under existing 
legislation, a crippled child will 
be givén the family allowance, 
upon a par with healthy clfildren, 
until he is 16. But at that age he 
is cut off from government as- 
sistance; and while others go on 
to gainful employment, the help- 
less child can look forward only 
to a precarious existence until 
he reaches the distant age of 70. 

We are appealing for financial 
support to enable the Canadian 
Association of Incurables to con- 
tinue its efforts in pressing for 
pensions for incurables. The do- 
nations of interested citizens are 
urgently needed to help defray 
association expenses and to make 
possible our proposed delegation 
to Ottawa—something of a wheel- 
chair brigade. Our executive will 
bend every effort until the wel- 
fare of all incurables is assured,

Editor, Bulletin—In one of your 
recent editorials we notice that 


you are opposed to a worid 
government. We presume that 
you are as anxious for worid 


peace as any. Then why oppose 
the only means by which it can 
be accomplished? 

The history of the advance of 


human civilization is the record 
of larger and larger unions. In 
England, in her earliest history, 
there were many smal! inde- 
pendent kingdoms 

There was almost continual 
war among them until they 
united in peace, Then Seotiand 
came in and the dominions be- 


yond the seas. 
As long as justice is reasonably 


within the boundaries of the 
governing body. Why not extend 
those boundaries to embrace the 
world in peace? Why not settle 
the differences which arise be- 
tween different areas of the 
world in a world court of law by 
human reason instead of by the 
suicidal force of the A- or H- 
bomb? 

The lack of success to date in 
world government is partly in 
the method of appointment of 
delegates. If each province of 
Canada was a sovereign state and 
the government of each province 
selected meh to go to Ottawa 
with the selfish interests of each 
province only in mind, then they 
could settle nothing amicably 
and the ultimate settlement be- 
tween the provinces would have 
to be by war. But the MPs to 
Ottawa are elected by the people 
not by their provincial govern- 
ment. They go there as repre- 
sentatives of Canada to work for 
the welfare of Canada and their 
own constituency. 

There is no need of resort to 
war between the provinces. So 
also if the representatives to the 
world government were elected 
by the individuals of the world 
to look after world welfare, war 
would not be needed as a final 
settlement for world problems 
any more than it is needed for 
the settlement of problems be- 
tween the provinces of Canada.

‘Callous Disregard’ 
In Housing Attitude 


A person in desperate need of 
a home would get little satisfac- 
tion from the statement that the 
Alberta government will partici- 
pate in any practical housing 
scheme. 

It can be of little satisfaction to 
a family, looking for a place to 
live, to be told that Alberta will 
Only support housing schemes 
which were “practical and in the 
best interest of the people con- 
cerned.” To such a family, any 
scheme which would produce liv- 
ing quarters, would seem very 
practical and very much in the 
interests of the people concerned. 

The fact is that the legislature 
has ended its session without 
making a single move towards 
providing housing apart from a 
small fund that will be loaned to 
municipalities and which could 
be used for housing except for 
the fact that it wouldn't provide 
enough housing to be worth 
bothering about. 

The debate on this matter of 
housing disclosed nothing more 
constructive than a play on words. 
The government maintained that 
it was ready to support any prac- 
tical scheme, yet it had pue- 
viously rejected the Federal pro- 
posal to provide housing on a 
low down-payment plan because 
that was not “in the best interests 
of the people.” The argument ad- 
vanced at that time was that it 
would not be good to have a home 
loaded with mortgage debt. Pre- 
sumably that is still-the govern- 
ment’s attitude. 


Alberta Seekers 
Look in Vain 


Alberta home-seekers, there- 
fore, cannot expect to secure the 
low down-payment plans available 
in other parts of the country. 
While these other people are 
getting their homes built and 
are getting their payments made 
on the low interest rental basis, 
Alberta people must keep on 
looking beeause the government 
doesn’t consider it in their best 
interest to get established in that 
way. 

The Alberta government had 
better ideas about how it was to 
be done. There was a suggestion 
that the matter would be studied 
in order to produce a superior 
sort of plan. But so far, this has 
produced nothing but silence 
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while the home-seekers are still 
looking. 

Neither has the government 
done anything about building 
homes itself. The Federal govern- 
ment did make some suggestions 
about being ready to participate 
in home building plans, but the 
Alberta government quickly no- 
ticed that this might involve it 
in spending some money on these 
Alberta families and it was hav- 
ing none of that. The Hon. Mr, 
Hooke declared that the province 
wasn't going to sign any blank 
cheque for the Dominion govern- 
ment. He didn’t need to include 
the word “blank”, he could have @ 
expressed the provincial policy 
just as clearly by saying that Al- 
berta would not sign any cheque 
for housing. After all, why should 
the Alberta government bother 
spending any money or even 
lending any money to help the 
Alberta people? It would seem 
that the administration’s interest 
in relieving hardship operates in 
the inverse ratio to what it is 
likely to cost. 


What Grounds 
For Attitude? 

What right has the Province 
to block the Federal plans and 
at the same time refuse to do 
anything itself? What ground is 
there for the Alberta government 
to sit back with the attitude that 
it is up to Ottawa alone to solve 
Alberta housing? I am not going 
to argue that the’ Federal plan is 
perfect. I need not even suggest 
that Ottawa has done enough. 
But it is certainly open to point 
out that Alberta has done noth- 
ing, and with the session over, it 
means that Alberta intends to do 
nothing. 

When Alberta can come for- 
ward with a plan to relieve hous- 
ing conditions, the government 
will have every right to argue 
that its own plan is preferable to 
the Federal proposals. But so 
long as the province adopts a 
dog-in-the-manger attitude of re- 
jecting Federal proposals without 
providing some alternative there 
is every reason to insist that the 
official statements made in the 
legislature were empty words, 
and that the callous disregard for 
the plight of Alberta citizens is 
regrettable.

British Columbia led all Can- 
ada in showing that Indians can 
vote as intelligently (or fool- 
dshly) as anybody else, 

As is clearly shown by the 
detailed records of the local 
polls, the vast majority of In- 
dians cast their first votes for 
the Liberals. This was no doubt 
due to the fact that the Liberal 
attorney-general, Gordon Wis- 
mer, put through the law which 
gave Indians the vote, But it 
was a fitting thing that the first 
Indian to be elected to a parlia- 
mentary body in Canada should 
be a CCF member—Frank Cal- 
der. For the CCF had fought 
year in and year out for what 
the B.C, Liberals at last adopted. 

Mr, Calder did a job in his 
first session in the Legislature 
of which every North American 
native might well be proud, But 
he did a job which should make 
every thoughful Canadian think. 
For his main point, made with 
such clarity and modesty, was 
that the “Indian” wants nothing 
for himself that he does not also 
want for everybody else, Surely 
that principle should work both 
ways.

Europe now has about 500,000,000 
people. If that is regarded as “‘satu- 
ration,” then Canada on the same 
basis may some day have 100,000,- 
000 people. However, from the 
standpoint of a higher standard of 
living, 40,000,000 or 50,000,000 would 
be better. 

Dr, Taylor bases his views on 


the belief that nature has largely 
decided the future of a country be- 
fore man occupies it; that it has 
in large part decided a country's 
best economic program; that man is 
able to accelerate, slow or stop a 
country’s progress; but he should 
not, if he is wise, depart fram the 


What are these “directions indi- 
|cated by natural environment” in 
Canada? 

In the first place, Dr. Taylor 
states, agriculture (apart from ex- 
tensive coal fields) is the major 
factor In producing a stable close 
settlement; mines help greatly to 
open up a pioneer region but, ex- 
cept for coal mines, do not in gen- 
eral produce permanent settle- 
ments. 

In agriculture the big governing 
factor is the July temperature. An 
average July temperature of 57 de- 
grees may be taken as marking the 
northern boundary, 

In Canada this northern July-57 
line runs through the northern lip 
of Newfoundland (well north of the 
Mari‘ime provinces), across north- 
ern Quebec and Ontario, skirts 
James Bay, and then swoops north- 
west across northern Manitoba and 


Saskatchewan and up the Mac- 
kenzie river basin to the Arctic 
Circle 4 


NO FARMING ON SHIELD 
In that belt, of course, there is 


pMuch lang unsullable for agricul- 


able to agriculture. It is a vast rock 
formation which covers about half 
of Canada, sweeping down from 
the Northwest Territories, across 
northern Saskatchewan and Mani- 
toba and over most of northern 
Ontario and Quebec, 

Particularly fortunate for Can- 
ada is an upward sweep of soul 
wheat lands into the Peace River 
area of Alberta-British Columbia, 
and general agriculture possibili- 
ties along bthe Mackenzie River 
basin to the Arctic ocean.

EASTER 


Christ lay dead in the tomb. Two days ago His 
friends had taken the tortured body from the Cross, 
washed away the blood and sweat, and wrapped it in 
linen shrouds. They wept, remembering how literally the 
prophecies had been fulfilled. “They have pierced My 
hands and feet, they have numbered all My bones.” 

At dawn on the third day, Mary Magdalene, Mary | 
the mother of James, and Salome came to the tomb to 
anoint Jesus. They found the stone rolled back from the | 
tomb and beheld an angel who said to them: “You seek 
Jesus of Nazareth who was crucified. He has risen: He 
is not here.” 

Thus was the miracle of Christ's resurrection first 
revealed. Significantly, it was Mary of Magdala, the re- 
formed wanton, who was privileged to be the first greet- | 
ed by the Risen Savior. The name of this*woman, reborn 
through the power of His love, was the first spoken by 
the Master after His triumph over sin and death. I 

Through her, Christ gave His precious assurance 
that as He had risen out of the tomb, so would all those 
who renounce sin for His sake share in the joy of His 
resurrection, 

“This is the day which the Lord hath made,” says 
Scripture. “Let us be glad and rejoice.’ Easter is the 
most joyful season in the Christian year. It is the festival 
not only of Christ’s vindication but of man’s hope and 
gratitude. It is the time of supreme reassurance to all 
who are tronbled, since it reminds them that gp power 
on earth can separate them from the love and mercy of 
God. Not even death, ; 

Easter is essentially the reminder that man was 
created for eternal life, that death is the beginning 
rather than the end, “He that believeth in Me, even 
though he be dead, yet shall he live.” If some fear death it 
is only because they do not walk in the light of Christ. 

To all who follow Him in fidelity and confidence 
there is always the knowledge that Christ's love is al- 
ways with them; that the sacrifice of Calvary was the 
price He paid that each soul might pass through the 
tomb of death into mansions of joy utterly beyond the 
power of the human mind to imagine or conceive.

Called Better 
Than Modern 


Exclusive to The Bulletin 
CAIRO, April 8 — A Saskatche- 
wan university professor of field 
husbandry figures the “modern” 
west may be taking the wrong slant 
on agricultura: methods in “an- 
cient” Egypt. 
James B. Harrington, a soil ex- 
, believes the so-called “primi- 
tive’ methods of plowing the soil 
of Egypt actually may be more 
modern than most 
done in Canada. Harrington said 
today that experiments show the 
“primitive” ox-drawn plow used in 
Egypt causes less soil destruction 
than the mold-board plow drawn 
by modern tractors in Canada. 


Harrington, on loan to the Egyp- 
tian government as a consultant 
says grain yields in Egypt are 
among the world’s highest 

He says the Egyptian plow is a 
primitive looking wooden beam 
which has a piece of wood fastened 
to it to go into the ground. On the 
end of this wood is fastened a 
flat, rounded piece of iron resem 
bling the “duck foot” cultivator 
share used in Canada, 

Instead of turning the soil over 
as the mold-board plow does, this 
Egyptian plow merely cuts through 
soil below the surface and 
oosens it. 


Some In Alberta _ 
To Have Mustard 
Replace Wheat

tard seed this year as a substitute 
crop.

Introduced to southern Alberta 


from neighboring Montana about

The processed mustard seed is 
used for condiments, which give 
relish to food, and for medicinal 
purposes.

The jewelry, gold cigarette cases

During the last 12 months the 
;courts have imposed penalties of 
£223,650 ($693,500), convicted 2,905 
smugglers, and sent 59 to jail, In 
1947 fines amounted to £111,150 

Last year the British customs 
seized 31,008 consignments includ 
ing 19,857 pounds of tobaceo and 
1,204 gallons of spirits, In 1948, 
24,624 lots were confiscated against 
22.489 in 1947 and 16,642 in 1646 

Ring-leaders of the new gangs of 
get-rich-quick adventurers, seeking 
fat profits by running highly-taxed 
or prohibited goods rarely get 
caught. They use stooges, many of 
them ex-service officers, men who 
have found themselves restless aft 
er the war, and now smuggle be 
cause of the adventure 

To curd the serious increase in 

egal trade between Britain and 
the continent, the customs want the 
cours to inflict fines equivalent to 
three times the value of captured 
articles, plus duty and purchase 
tax 

More widespread knowledge of 
navigation, gaineG during the war, 
has Jed more smugglers to take to 
the sea. Many operate from the 
south of France. They collect goods 
from Tangier and run them to a 
rendezvous off the Italian coast 
Many carry arms to be used against 
competitors 

One customs official said: We are 
back almost to the days of the 
1850's. There is a great deal of 
piracy among the smugglers 

“But instead of sailing craft steal 
ing into isolated spots, smugglers 
are using fast launches to run from 
coast to coast under the cover of 
darkness 

“The stuff they bring in is no 
longer stowed away in caves along 
the coast as it was in the old days 
but it is whisked off in trucks im- 
mediately it is landed.” 


DIFFICULT APPROACH 


Smugglers find it more difficult 
to approach the British coast. The
